Glenn Amateur Radio Society Dedicates Disaster Trailer 


Glenn Amateur Radio Society (GARS) is blessed though it’s association with TRI-LERT [the 
Lutheran Social Services of Northern California, the Sierra Pacific Synod (ELCA), and the 
California Nevada, Hawaii District (CNH) of the Lutheran Church Missouri Synod (LCMS)]. 


How? Well, in November 2014 Thrivent Financial gifted GARs with a $250 Gift card. That gift 
came with a stipulation to use the funds for a project to enhance emergency communica- 
tions within the GARS service area. GARS members then focused on acquiring a 2000-watt 
Honda Generator at a cost usually around $1000. The question? Would the members be will- 
ing to ante up 750 to 800 for the purchase? The response, a resounding YES! 


Then in January 2016 GARS membership passed a motion to collaborate with St Paul’s LC, 
Artois, in writing a grant proposal for a grant being put forth by the LCMS in partnership with 
the National Lutheran Women's Missionary League. This grant, for a total of $10,000, was to 
purchase a selected equipment inventory and a trailer to haul said equipment. In May of 
2016 the grant was allocated to and through the foregoing groups for this Disaster Trailer 
unit. 


Saint Paul’s Lutheran Church of Artois (SPLCA), the District Disaster Response Coordinator 
(DDRC), and GARS developed a broader plan to include a communication suite. This meant 
a much bigger trailer. This required more funds to bring this project to fruition. With the sup- 
port and financial help from Thrivent Financial, RedRock Financial, Glenn Communities 
Working Together, and others, additional funds were acquired. These additional funds made 
the expanded project possible. 


The relationship between SPLCA, GARS, and the CNH-DDRC are defined through a Memo- 
randum of Understanding. The trailer, which is to be available throughout the California, Ne- 
vada, Hawaii District of the LCMS (for needed disaster response), was placed under the re- 
sponsibility of GARS for outfitting and configuring the trailer with equipment appropriate to 
disaster response as well as for service as a mobile emergency communications center. 
GARS insurance policy includes endorsements to cover the radio equipment while the 
SPLCA policy covers the other contents and activities associated with normal operation of 
the unit. GARS provides at least one operator to accompany to the trailer and serve as a 
chief station operator when a_ disaster re- 
quires deployment.

Tube of the Month 
SN-146 


While at a Tube Collectors Association meeting in Lansing, Michigan a few years ago, I had the 
chance to buy a very large Japanese tube. The tube was 17.5 inches tall and is almost as large as 
the largest all glass construction tubes ever made. The SN-146 is a triode that was designed in 
Japan in the 1930's for the Japanese Army. The Handbook on Japanese Military Forces, 1944, 
shows that this tube was used in two high power shortwave transmitters. They were the 500 watt 
Model 92 and the 1000 watt Model 95. The Model 92 was used for communication between 
islands and the 95 was for long haul work. 


The unusual feature of this tube is that the elements are made in two parallel sections. This 
construction wasn’t needed to produce the required power, but if you look at the construction, it 
seems to be for ruggedness. I can imagine that electronics equipment in WWII was subjected to 
very rough treatment in transit. I have problems with the USPS and UPS shipping tubes and 
conditions in the Pacific must have been very bad. I have no idea how many of these tubes 
survived the War, but I know of only one other example in the U.S. Not trusting the mail, I put 
the tube in my carry-on luggage to bring it home from Michigan.
